PROBABLY  THE  ONLY  SET  EXTANT

It  is  a  rare  occurrence  to  eind  a  complete  collection  op  so 
ephemeral  a  publication  as  an  almanac,  and  especially  so,  of  one 
whose  initial  date  commences  nearly  two  centuries  back. 

According  to  Morrison,  there  is  no  complete  set  in  the  Library  op 
Congress,  the  Mass.  Hist.  Soc,  the  N.  Y.  Public  Library,  nor  in 
FACT,  IN  ANY  OF  THE  LIBRARIES  which  hc  quotcs  as  posscssing  Certain 
eopie.s.  Evans  had  not  seen  all  the  early  ones,  as  he  pails  to  givi 
collations. 

It  is,  therefore,  a  fair  assumption,  that  this  is  the  only  complete 
SET  extant,  certainly  the  only  one  of  record. 

Furthermore,  it  is  almost  a  comple^'e  perfect  set,  there  being  but 
very  few  defects,  and  remarkable  for  the  condition  of  the  whole  collection, 
as  they  arc,  in  the  main,  in  uncut  state.  Toward  the  close  of  the  pub- 
lication, there  were  piratical  issues,  due  to  a  disagreement  among  the  pub- 
lishers and  booksellers,  and  a  few  of  these  variations  also  appear  in  this 
collection.  Some  of  these  are  not  quoted  by  Morrison.  We  give  below, 
the  collation  of  the  entire  set,  with  notes.
